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Gentlemen, 

It  was  intimated  in  paragraph  13  of  Circular  540  of 
the  18th  December,  1924,  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1925  would  be  a  survey  report 
and  that  in  this  report  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should 
be  prepared  to  deal  comprehensively  with  — 

(a)  The  measure  of  progress  made  in  the  area  dur¬ 
ing  the  preceding  five  years  in  the  improvement  of  the 
public  health  ; 

(b)  The  extent  and  character  of  the  changes  made 
during  that  period  in  the  public  health  services  of  the 
area  (&-9-)  housing,  water  supply,  sewerage,  scavenging 
or  refuse  disposal,  food  inspection,  or  other  services 
affecting  the  environment  of  the  inhabitants ;  and 
maternity  and  child  welfare  schemes,  schemes  for  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  venereal  diseases,  provi¬ 
sion  of  isolation  hospitals,  or  other  services  directed  to 
the  prevention  or  cure  of  disease  in  individuals) ; 

(c)  Any  further  action  of  importance  in  the  organi¬ 
zation  or  development  of  public  health  services  con¬ 
templated  by  the  Local  Authority  or  considered 
desirable  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. — The  water  supply  to  the  Town 
is  derived  from  a  gathering  ground  situated  in  the  Town- 
ship  of  Pennington  (Ulverston  Rural  District).  The  supply 
is  delivered  on  the  constant  system  and  there  has  never 
been  any  suspicion  of  its  purity,  and  their  is  no  question  of 
its  having  any  plumbo-solvent  action.  a 

A  3-inch  main  of  168  lineal  yards  has  been  laid  in 
Mountbarrow  Road  for  the  supply  of  the  new  building 
estate  named  Rake  Head. 

Owing  to  the  long  spell  of  dry  weather  during  the 
Summer  the  scraping  of  water  mains  was  not  proceeded 
with,  but  was  commenced  again  during  the  Autumn,  when 
the  3-inch  main  from  Wild  Duck,  along  Trinkelt  Road, 
Urswick  Road  and  Rake  Lane  to  the  junction  of  the  4-inch 
main  in  Dragley  Beck,  a  length  of  2334  yards,  was  scraped 
resulting  in  an  ample  supply  being  provided  in  this  area. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE.— I  need  only  draw 
attention  to  the  Inspector’s  Peport,  appended  hereto,  to 
show  the  amount  of  work  which  has  been  done  under  this 
heading,  and  to  show,  too,  that  old  drains  and  sewers  receive 
careful  attention  and  are  regularly  dredged  and  flushed. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS.— There  are  on  the 
register  eight  purveyors  who  are  not  producers,  10  pro¬ 
ducers  who  only  sell  wholesale,  and  14  retailers.  We  can 
only  congratulate  ourselves  that  with  regard  to  the  eonditi- 
tions  under  which  our  milk  supply  is  produced  are  concerned 
we  are  no  worse,  but  perhaps  a  little  better  than  our  neigh¬ 
bours,  but  this  is  not  enough  ;  the  premises  from  which 
such,  an  all  important,  article  of  food  is  produced  should  be 
above  suspicion,  and  we  cannot  say  this  with  regard  tc  the 
majority  of  our  cowsheds.  In  this  connection,  it  gives  me 
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much  pleasure  to  report  that  one  of  our  milk  sellers,  Mr 
Irving,  of  Gascow  Farm,  has  obtained  the  licence  issued  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  the  production  of  Grade 
“  A  ’*  Milk.  To  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
County  Authority  the  cowshed  must  be  up  to  standard  as 
regards  ventilation,  lighting,  air  space,  drainage  and  water 
supply.  The  shed,  in  question,  is  capable  of  housing  28  head 
of  milk  cows,  and  thest  have  been  subjected  to  veterinary 
examination,  and  are  marked  for  purposes  of  identification^ 
and  no  cow  can  be  removed  from  the  shed  or  new  ones 
introduced  without  notice  being  given  to  the  Licensing 
Authority.  The  Cowshed  is  provided  with  a  lavatory  basin 
to  enable  the  milker  to  wash  his  hands  before  milking, 
overalls  are  to  be  worn,  the  cows  groomed  daily,  and  the 
udders  washed  before  each  milking.  The  milk  vessels  and 
the  bottles  in  which  the  milk  is  delivered  are  thoroughly 
washed  and  sterilized  in  an  up-to-date  dairy,  and  the  milk 
is  put  through  a  filter  and  cooled  before  being  bottled. 

The  public  may  have  every  confidence,  that  from  this 
dairy  they  are  obtaining  a  supply  of  perfectly  clean,  germ 
free  milk,  a  matter  of  great  general  importance,  but  especi¬ 
ally  important  to  those  who  have  the  oversight  of  invalids 
and  young  children,  for  in  graded  milk  we  have  a  solution 
to  two  of  our  most  pressing  health  problems,  both  affecting 
children,  viz  :  Infantile  Diarrhoea  and  Tuberculosis. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924 
This  Act  came  into  iorce  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1925,  and 
Mr.  Thomas  Gardener,  a  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
special  knowledge  of  the  diseases  which  may  be  found  in 
meat,  was  appointed  Inspector  under  the  Order,  and  I  think 
I  may  allow  his  report,  which  he  has  submitted  to  me,  to 
speak  for  the  very  large  amount  of  work  which  has  been 
carried  out,  and  this  I  give  hereunder.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES.. . .These  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and,  except  for  an  occasional  request  for  lime¬ 
washing  and  the  removal  of  garbage,  they  have  been 
maintained  in  fairly  good  order  considering  their  accom¬ 
modation,  and  generally  unfavourable  situation.

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As  regard  the  condition  of  the  slaughter-houses  re¬ 
gistered,  it  is  quite  safe  to  say  that  not  one  of  them  would 
be  licensed  by  the  Authority  at  the  present  day.  Structur¬ 
ally,  and  as  regards  their  position,  in  respect  to  inhabited 
houses,  they  are  most  unsatisfactory. 

HOUSING. — The  housing  conditions  in  your  district 
have  undergone  very  little  alteration  during  the  five  years 
under  review,  and  I  shou:d  say  are  much  the  same  as  many 
other  towns  of  the  same  size.  With  a  view  to  encouraging 
the  building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise,  the  Council 
decided  to  make  a  lump  sum  grant  of  £100  for  each  two- 
storey  cottage,  and  one  of  £80  for  a  one-storey  cottage. 

I  feel  that  a  great  improvement  in  our  housing  would 
result,  if  pressure  could  be  brought  to  bear  upon  owners,  to 
remedy  the  defects  which  are  found  in  existing  dwellings. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL.— Considerable  activ¬ 
ity  has  been  displayed  in  carrying  out  this  most  important 
department  of  sanitary  administration,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  the  work  is  most  efficiently  performed.

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INFANTILE  DEATHS.— At  this  age  period  there 
have  been  eight  deaths,  precisely  the  same  number  as  in  the 
year  1924,  the  infantile  death-rate  being  52.2  per  1000  births. 
In  the  previous  year  the  death-rate  was  49.1  per  1000 
births. 
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In  this  connection  it  may  be  of  interest  to  give  the 
report  upon  the  work  done  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  as 
kindly  furnished  to  me  by  Nurse  Holmes,  the  Health 
Visitor.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council, 
whose  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  once  a  week  at  the 
Rattan  Row  Mission  Room.

TYPHOID  FEVER.— It  will  be  observed  from  the 
above  figures  that  no  notification  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
have  been  received,  and  it  is  a  satisfactory  feature  of  each 
succeeding  report  that  the  disease,  more  than  any  other  an 
index  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district,  has  been 
absent. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA— The  case  of  this 
disease  occurred  in  a  female  aged  50,  and  terminated 
fatally. 

DIPHTHERIA.—  A  girl  aged  6  was  notified  as  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Diphtheria,  in  March,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Fever.  Hospital,  but  was  discharged  in  ten  days,  as  swabs, 
bacteriologically  examined,  on  two  occasions  gave  negative 
results. 

DEATHS  AND  DEATH-RATES  FROM  TUBER¬ 
CULAR  DISEASES. — From  diseases  of  this  type  there 
have  been  ten  deaths,  eight  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs 
and  two  from  Tuberculosis  of  other  Organs.  The  death- 
rate  from  all  Tubercular  Diseases  was  *98  per  1000,  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  ’79  per  1000,  and  from  Tubercu¬ 
losis  of  other  Organs  ‘19  per  1000,  this  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note,  is  a  distinct  improvement  on  last  year,  when  the 
death-rate  from  all  Tubercular  Diseases  was  1’38  per  1000, 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  1*08  per  1000,  and  from 
Tuberculosis  of  all  other  organs  ‘29  per  1000.

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One  sometimes  pauses  to  wonder  whether  we  are 
getting  full  value  for  the  money  which  is  being  spent  on  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  or  whether  the  money  is  being 
spent  to  effect  a  cure  when  it  is  too  late.  My  own  opinion, 
worth  little  as  it  may  be,  is  that,  great  as  the  value  of  Sana¬ 
torium  treatment  is,  and  desirable  as  it  maybe  that  it  should 
be  continued,  nevertheless,  a  revision  of  the  whole  system  is 
necessary.  What  is  the  use  of  sending  people  to  a  Sana¬ 
torium  for  3  or  6  months  as  the  case  may  be,  only  to  return 
them  to  the  conditions  whence  they  came,  conditions  which 
were  responsible,  or  partially  responsible,  for  their  falling 
victims  to  the  disease  ?  It  thus  conies  to  a  question  of 
housing  which  is  at  the  bottom  of  most  of  our  health  pro¬ 
blems,  and  if  some  of  the  money  which  is  being  spent  on 
the  treatment  of  Tubercular  Diseases  could  be  spent  on 
their  prevention  by  the  provision  of  more  and  better  houses 
for  the  working  classes,  the  return,  so  far  as  improved 
health  is  concerned,  would  soon  be  apparent. 

CA.NCHR. — I  present  herewith  the  deaths  from  Cancer, 
given  in  tabular  form  with  their  ward  distribution.

This  gives  a  death-rate  of  1'67  per  1000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  In  the  year  1924  there  were  21  deaths  from  the 
same  cause,  with  a  death-rate  of  2'07  per  1000  of  the 
population. 
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During  the  last  half  century  the  science  of  Medicine, 
in  its  march,  has  conquered  many  foes.  Small  Pox,  Typhus 
and  Typhoid  have  become  almost  unknown,  and  Tubercu¬ 
losis  has  been  steadily  declining  during  the  last  70  or  80 
years,  but  very  little  has  been  achieved  in  this  direction  so 
far  as  Cancer  is  concerned.  Cancer  seems  to  have  taken 
the  place  of  the  diseases  mentioned  as  one  of  the  chief 
causes  of  death,  there  being  no  less  than  1000  funerals 
every  week  of  persons  who  have  died  from  the  disease. 

Propaganda  work  is  now  being  undertaken  in  various 
parts  of  the  country,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  methods  of 
intensive  research  to  do  something  to  clear  away  the  my¬ 
stery  of  the  cause  or  causes  of  Cancer,  and  to  discover  some 
other  method  than  that  of  operation  for  its  prevention  and 
cure. 

PREVALENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
GENERALLY. — During  the  five  years  under  review  there 
has  been  no  special  prevalence  of  infectious  disease.  Dur¬ 
ing  1923  and  1924,  Chicken  Pox  was  scheduled  as  a 
notifiable  disease,  this  precaution  was  taken  on  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  Small  Pox  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country. 

HOSPITALS. — A  hospital  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  High  Carley,  in  the  Ulverston  Rural  District, 
providing  112  beds  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 
There  are  no  Children’s  or  Maternity  Hospitals  in  the 
district.  There  is  accommodation  for  40  patients  at  the 
High  Carley  Hospital  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases, 
this  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ulverston  Joint  Hos¬ 
pital  Board.  Small  Pox  is  treated  at  the  Barrow  Corpora¬ 
tion  Hospital.  There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for 
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Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants,  or  Homeless 
Children.  The  County  Council  make  arrangements  for  the 
free  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  at  the  Barrow  Hospital. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.— Motor  Ambulance 
provided  by  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  infectious  diseases, 
and  horse  ambulance  provided  for  non-infectious  diseases. 


Laboratory  Work  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  at  Manchester.  Four  swabbings  have  been  taken 
from  the  throats  of  suspected  persons,  and  one  blood  test 
for  Typhoid  Fever.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  issued  as 
required  and  is  supplied  by  the  local  chemists. 

I  must  once  more  express  my  indebtedness  to  my 
colleagues  for  their  ready  assistance  and  co-operation.

HOUSING,  Ac.,  ACT,  1923. 

The  Council  has  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  grant  assistance  to  private  enterprise  for  the 
provision  of  24  houses. 

The  Government  Contribution  is  a  fixed  annual  pay¬ 
ment  made  to  the  Local  Authority  of  £6  a  year  for  20  years  in 
respect  of  each  house  completed  within  the  prescribed  period. 

Description  of  Houses  which  will  qualify  for  assistance  : 

(a)  TYPE  — 

(a)  Two-storey  Cottages,  or 

(b)  One-storey  Cottages  or  Bungalows,  or 

(c)  Houses  built  in  flats,  each  flat  being  treated  as 

one  house. 

(b)  AREA  AND  MEASUREMENT. 

For  a  Two-stbrey  Cottage  ...  Minimum  620  superficial  feet 

Maximum  950  do 

For  a  One-Storey  Cottage  or!  Minimum  550  do. 

Bungalow,  or  for  a  flat  1  Maximum  880  do 

subject  to  rules  and  conditions  under  the  terms  of  the  Act. 

The  Council  desirous  of  encouraging  the  building  of 
houses  by  private  enterprise  decided  to  make  a  lump  sum 
grant  of  £100  for  each  two  storey  cottage,  and  £80  for  each 
one-storey  cot  tage  or  bungalow,  subject  to  the  selling  price  of 
the  two-storay  cottage  being  £600,  the  one-storey  cottage  or 
bungalow  being  £500,  and  to  certain  conditions  respecting 
re-sale,  &c 
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Plans  have  been  approved  for  11  two-storey  cottages 
and  4  bungalows. 

Two  cottages  and  one  bungalow  have  been  completed, 
and  seven  cottages  and  3  bungalows  are  in  course  of  erection. 


SEWERAGE. 

170  lineal  yards  of  new  9-inch  sewer  and  two  manholes 
have  been  constructed  in  Mountbarrow  Road  for  the  drainage 
of  the  Rake  Head  Estate 

The  sewers  are  regularly  and  systematically  inspected, 
and  flushing  and  dredging  carried  out  wheu  necessary,  It  is 
necessary,  mainly  owing  to  the  flat  gradient,  to  dredge  annu¬ 
ally  the  main  sewer  Oubas  to  Sunderland  Terrace,  Sunderland 
Terrace  to  Lund  Road,  the  Paper  Mill  drain  and  branch 
sewers  at  South  Diversion. 

A  number  of  blockages  and  minor  defects  have  been 
remedied  during  the  year. 

The  Sewage  Settling  Tanks  at  Morecambe  Road  and 
Swarthmoor  have  been  emptied  when  necessary.

INSPECTION  OF  PRIVATE  DRAINS. 

All  new  drains  are  inspected  before  being  covered  up, 
and  tested,  if  practicable,  with  water,  if  not,  with  smoke. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  inspections  and 
tests  have  been  made  in  connection  with  drains  for  new 
builoings  and  extensions,  alterations,  &c.,  to  existing  drains. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

168  lineal  yards  of  3-inch  water  main  has  been  laid  in 
Mountbarrow  Road  to  supply  the  Rake  Head  Estate. 
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Owing  to  the  long  spell  of  fine  weather  during  the 
Summer  the  scraping  of  water  mains  was  not  proceeded  with. 

During  the  Autumn  the  3-inch  Main  from  Wild  Duck 
along  Trinkelt  Road,  Urswick  Road,  and  Rake  Lane  to  the 
junction  of  the  4-inch  Main  at  Dragley  Beck,  a  length  of  2334 
yards  was  scraped,  resulting  in  an  ample  supply  being  pro¬ 
vided  in  this  area. 

With  the  exception  of  a  slight  discolouration  for  a  week 
or  so  after  scraping  no  complaints  have  been  received  during 
the  year.

Byron  Street,  Back  Byron  Street,  Back  Tower  Street, 
Dale  Street,  Back  Dale  Street,  Back  Edmondson  Street,  and 
Mayfield  Road,  have  been  made  up  under  the  Private  Street 
Works  Act,  1392.
